G.S.R. 160(E).—In exercise of the powers conferred by Sub-section (1) of Section 124, read with Sub-section (1) of Section 
132 of the Major Ports Acf 1963 (38 of 1963), the Central Government hereby approves the Visakhapatnam Port Employees 
(Classification, Control & Appeal) 11th Amendment Regulations, 1997 made by the Board of Trustees for the Port of Visakhapatnam 
and set out in the Schedule atmexed to this notification. 

2. The said regulations shall come into force on the date of publication of this notification in the Official Gazette. 

SCHEDULE 

In exercise of the powers conferred by Section 28 ofthe Major Port Trusts Act, 1963, the Board of Trustees ofthePort of 
Visakhapatnam hereby makes the following Regulations further to amend the Visakhapatnam Port Employees (Classification, 
Control & Appeal), Regulations, 1968 viz. 

(1) (i) These Regulations may be called the Visakhapamam Port Employees (Classification, Control & Appeal) 11th 
Amendment Regulations, 1997. 

(ii) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Gazette of India. 

(2) In the Visakhapatnam Port Employees (Classification, Control & Appeal) Regulations, 1968 (hereinafter referred to as 
the said Regulations. 

(i) In Regulation 10, in Sub-Regulation 7, for the words “receipt by him” the words “receipt by the inquiring 
authority” shall be substituted. 

(ii) In Regulation 11, after Sub-regulation (I) the following Sub-Regulation shall be invited, namely “(1 a) The disci¬ 
plinary authority shall forward or cause to be forwarded a copy of the report of the inquiry, if any held by the 
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disciplinary authority or where the disciplinary authority is not the inquiring authority, a copy of the report of the 
inquiring authority to the employee who shall be required to submit, if he so desires his written representation or 
submission to the disciplinary authority within fifteen days, irrespective of whether the report is favourable or not 
to the employee.” 

“(lb) The disciplinary authority shall consider the representation, if any, submitted by the employee before 
proceedings further in the manner specified in Sub-Regulation (2) to (4).” 

(iii) For Regulation (13) the following Regulations shall be substituted, namely : 

“Communication of orders ; orders made by the disciplinary authority shall be communicated to the employee who 
shall also be supplied with a copy of its finding on each article of charge, or where the disciplinary authority is not 
the inquiring authority, a statement of the findings of the disciplinary authority together with brief reasons for its 
disagreement, if any, with the findings of the inquiring authority and also a copy of the advice, if any, given by the 
commission, and where the disciplinary authority has not accepted the advice of the commission, a brief statement 
of the reasons for such non-acceptance.” 

(iv) In Regulation-18, in Clause (ii) for the words “Step-in-aid, or” the words ”Step-in-aid of’ shall be substituted. 

(v) In Regulation-24, in Sub-Regulation (2) for the proviso (cXiii) the following proviso shall be substituted namely ; 
“If the enhanced penalty which the appellate authority proposes to impose is one of the penalties specified in 
Clause (v) to (ix) of Regulations-8 and an enquiry under Regulations-10 has been held in the case, the appellate 
authority shall make such orders as it may deem fit after the appellant has been given a reasonable opportunity of 
making a representation against the proposed penalty.”
